Champ’n Pharmacy R. L. Elves Completes Forty 
Gutted byFire Years Service To Community 


Pioneer Postmaster 


A disastrous fire, which broke 
out about 3 a.m. last Saturday 
morning, completely destroyed the 
stock of the Champion Drug Store 
and badly damaged the building. 
It is understood the loss was par¬ 
tially-covered by insurance. 

The proprietor, Frank Bennett, 
who resided in the rear portion of 
the building, was awnkened by the 
smoke. Seeing a light in Greenlee 
Motors, he summoned aid from the 
men there, who in turn sent out an 
alarm to residents close by. The 
people of the district and of Car- 
mangay also responded to tele¬ 
phone calls sent out by the tele¬ 
phone office and the village and 
hotel fire equipment was brought 
into play without delay and at 
5:30 a.m. the fire was extinguish¬ 
ed. Cause of the blaze is thought 
to be a defective furnace. 

The drug store is situated be¬ 
tween the post office and butcher 
shop and though the fire broke 
through the roof and sides of the 
building neither of the adjoining 
buildings were damaged. For a 
time it was thought that the fire 
would spread but the untiring ef¬ 
forts of the fire fighters kept it 
confined to the one building. 

All mail and records were re¬ 
moved from the post office and 
the stock and contents of meat 
lookers from the butcher shop, 
when it was feared the fire would 
spread. 

The drug store was purchased 
by Mr. Bennett from E. Code 
about two months ago.

Resident Since 19(17 and Post 

Master Since 1910 When Town 

Startid; Now on Leave of 

Absence ' 

To many old-timers and friends 
the recent moving of the R. L. 
Elves .family to Calgary was a 
deep add personal loss. True, Mr. 
Elves is only on a three month 
leave of absence from his duties as 
post master here, but his friends 
l’ecl they can see ‘‘the handwriting 
on the wall,” and sincerely regret* 
his leaving. All realize that after 
his 40 years service to the com¬ 
munity he has a well-earned rest 
coming, and are glad to see him 
availing himself of it at this 
time. 

The names “Rube” Elves and 
Vulcan have become synonymous 
to hundreds of boys and girls who 
grew up in the town and district. 
More than one grandparent of to¬ 
day can remember when Mr. Elves, 
himself a fnere youth, taught them... 
their three R’s. This was at the 
Highland school, before the land 
was even purchased for the pres¬ 
ent townsite of Vulcan. 

Coming from Ontario in 1907, 
Mr. Elves filed on a homestead 
four miles north of where Vulcan 
now stands. Today it is farmed 
by the Ed. Kehr family. From 
1907 to 1910 Mr. Elves taught the 
Highland school and when the 
C.i’.R. was going to build their 
tracks he and his brother, Fred, 
built a small store off the town- 
site as lots were not as yet for 
sale. This first store was built 
on the roadside, just south of 
where 'Lloyd Graham now lives. 
When townsite lots were sold in 
the autumn of . 1910 the Elves 
Ill-others bought the corner now 
occupied by the King Drug Store, 
the present Post Office and the 
old Post Office building, now used 
as suites. Two years later the 
building was built on this site, 
which housed the new General 
Store, the Post Office, and the 
Telephone Exchange, all of which 
Mr. Elves operated. RUsty Robson 
was the first night operator at 
the telephone exchange, while he 
was still a boy. In those early 
days the village general store had 
much more meaning to the home¬ 
steaders and their families than 
the smartest department store of 
today could possibly have. Here 
they purchased many months’ sup¬ 
plies at a time, coming as they 
often did 20 and 30 miles, with a 
team of horses and a wagon; here 
too they met and visited with their 
scattered neighbors and here they 
made whatever contact there was 
with those “back home” by receiv* 
ing their mail, often weeks old. 
The general merchant in those 
days served in nearly, any capacity 
one can think of. . 

In 1915 the Elves Brothers sold 
their store aniPMr. Elves has de¬ 
voted his time to the Post Office 
since then. At one time or another 
he has been Registrar of Vital 
-Statistics and had registered all 
these events since the beginning 
of the town. He was also secretary 
treasurer of several of the sur¬ 
rounding school districts, official

auditor, Commissioner for Oaths, 
Notary Public, Issuer of Marriage 
Licences and secretary of the 
school fair, which usgd to be one 
of the major annual events of the 
Vulcan district. 

A charter member of Samaritan 
Lodge, I.O.-O.F., when it was in¬ 
stituted in 1912, Mr. Elves has 
occupied every office in the lodge. 
He has also been a member of the 
Rebekahs since this lodge was or¬ 
ganized in Vulcan, and has served 
on the town council. 

Since 1907, Mr. Elves has served 
the United Church-—in practically 
ever capacity except that of min¬ 
ister—first at Highland School 
and then in Vulcan. Among the 
posts he has filled in the local 
church are those of secretary, 
member of the session and mem¬ 
ber of the board of stewards, and 
he has taken a very prominent 
part in every phase of church ac¬ 
tivity. _._ 

Despite his activities in other 
fields of endeavor^ Rube Elves' 
first and last interest is the Post 
Offjce and the highly satisfactory 
service given the public by the 
local-Post Office mirrors the genu¬ 
ine pleasure he has.taken in serv¬ 
ing the people. 

A resident of Vulcan for the 
past 14 years, Mts. Elves has 
given generously "Of her time and 
services to the church and to the 
community*, particularly as pianist 
and choir leader of the United 
Church. She, too, will be missed 
by a wide circle of friends.

Champion lost one of its'-old 
time residents on Jan. 27 in ihe 
death of Mrs. Sarah Sommers, in 
her 90th year.

TN the long drawn controversy respecting Domin- 
* ion-provincial taxing fields, the emphasis on pro¬ 
vincial rights, resources and responsibilities has 
tended to minimize the inter-dependence of the 
provir.ees„upon each other. The fact that agreements 
have been entered into separately may also serve m 
obscuring the essentia! national solidarity, in which 
each province plays its part and is dependent for 
full fruition on other provinces. 

Periodically the various provinces dwell upon their 
particular wealth of resources and the contribution 
thus made to national welfare. In most instances 
provincial boundaries were set long before the extent 
of these resources were realized.They were uncovered 
with later development. But primarily everything is 
Canada. Capital from one province helped to devel- 
>p another province Metals from one part of Gan- 
»da move to anothei part to solve manufacturing 
needs. The produce of oije province may be pro- 


-essed and made ready for market in another. Any 
part of Canada laying glaim to wealth must recog¬ 
nize the contribution of others. 

Financial headquarters of companies and corpora- 
-ii.ns may be located in the older, larger cities of 
.he Aominion. But from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
n ery section of the country is pouring wealth into 
.hese headquarters. That wealth does not orginate 
alone, or even mainly,-in the provinces in which these 
large cities flourish. It is‘Canadian not provincial. 

In the building of canals and waterways and such 
measures for easier, cheaper transportation, the cost 
of construction is carried by Canadians as a whole, 
e.-en though one province may be getting apparent 
advantage. In the vast irrigation projects now un¬ 
der way in the prairie west, the people of Canada 
from -coast to coast are carrying their share of cast. 
But Prince Edward Island, for example, if it were to 
confine its thinking to the provincial field, would hnu 
direct benefit from mid-west irrigation lather re¬ 
mote. 

Some parts of Canada are older than others! some 
are endowed more richly by nature. Demands fluc¬ 
tuate from decade to decade. At one time one type 
ot produce may be in high demand the world over, 
bringing great prosperity to certain areas. Then de¬ 
mand may decline, with emphasis upon the output 
from another part of the Dominion. Areas of Can¬ 
ada, regarded as a liability for many a year, disclose 
new wealth. Witness the frozen north which on cut 
rent standards may yet become a great source of na¬ 
tional wealth and industry. 

No province can divorce itself safely from other 
provinces, nor can it safely assume material superior 
within its own domain. We are all part of Can¬ 
ada, interwoven and inter-dependent. Any enduring 
well being must be overall well being.

They need not ac¬ 
cept him even as the Prince Con- 
so t as their ancestors accepted 
Albert whom Victoria married a 
century ago.

For twenty years it has controll¬ 
ed parliament and promises ii> 
be even more powerful as time 
goes on. It is a minority only in 
numbers—and that not for long.

Committee Re 
Hutterite Act 


The special committee appoint¬ 
ed by Order-in-Council on Jan. 18 
to make a study of the Hutterite 
problem in Alberta, is meeting this 
week in Calgary. Ivan Casey* M.L. 
A., is cha.rman of the committee. 
The committee is charged with the 
duty of obtaining information re¬ 
garding colonies of Hutterites, and 
ta bring in reports and recommen¬ 
dations to the next session of leg¬ 
islature. The question is whether 

the Land Sales Prohibition Act as 
applying to Hutterites should be 
continued beyond the expiry date 
now set as May, 1947, and if so 
whether it should be modified or 
amended in any way. 

This Act came into force in 
March, 1944, as a war measure, 
prohibiting sale of land to Hutter- 
ites, or purchase of land by Hut¬ 
terites" or their agents. The act was 
tc remain in force until Mav 1, 
1947. 

Premier Manning has stdted to 
the press than the restrictive legis¬ 
lation had been passed when it was 
found that Hutterites were buying 
up farm land vacated by farmers 
joining the services. 

It is reported that Hutterites 
from a colony near Raymond have 
gone south to Montana where ‘they 
have acquired land. Other colonies 
from Manitoba have gone to South 
Dakota. 

A further press report is that 
the 35 colonies in Southern Alber¬ 
ta have not enough land for nor¬ 
mal expansion. Their feeling of 
unfair treatment is based on the 
permission granted in 1918 by Ot¬ 
tawa to enter and settle with full 
consideration given to the fact that 
they wire conscientious objertprs. 
Their hope is that later they may 
buy land in Alberta, but hot in » 
way that would interfere with sold¬ 
ier settlement. 

There are about 6000 Hutterites 
in the world, most of them in 
Southern Alberta, and land hold¬ 
ings are reported to approximate; 
175,000 acres. Hutterites are mak¬ 
ing inquiry into why communities 
du not welcome them nor want 
them to buy more land. It is ex¬ 
pected that representations on the 
Hutterite side of the question will 
be made before the special com¬ 
mission. Other representations 
are likely to come from the provin¬ 
cial branch of the Canadian leg¬ 
ion the Association of Alberta 
Municipalit es and such groups 
that have in the past gone on rer- 
rr.l as opposing further land sales. 

Over in England they are tak'ng 
polls on whether Princess Eliza¬ 
beth should marry Prince Philip of 
Greece. Opposition is on decline, 
bul some believe that if she mar¬ 
ries the prince she should not take 
the throne. 

Southern Alberta ranches have 
had 70 inches of snow this winter. 
Vancouver has had 7 inches; Ta¬ 
coma 15 inches. Southern Sas¬ 
katchewan has 2 feet of ice cov¬ 
ered snow and the province cannot 
keep roads open.

For Civilian Use 


Hanna, Alberta, 

The Editor, 

Dear Sir:- 

The time is past due when the 
Red Cross, together with both p.o- 
vineial and federal governments, 
should resume the voluntary dona¬ 
tions of blood for plasma ana 
blood banks for civilian use. Our 
great Canadian, Dr. Norman 
Bethune, whose name is now al¬ 
most forgotten by most of us made 
a wonderful contribution to the 
progress of medical and surgical 
science by the use of plasma in the 
days of the Spanish rebellion. Rus¬ 
sian doctors were working along 
the same lines and we owe a lot 
to their research at that time. 

With the knowledge of all this, 
practical research work under bat¬ 
tlefield conditions, our All ed doc¬ 
tors were able to do a top jrb of 
saving lives at the front. At home 
the Red Cross and the Canadian 
people did splendid work in pro¬ 
viding by voluntary contribut nn 
all those supplies of blood plasma 
that saved so many Allied soldiers’ 

1 ves during the second world war. 

There are many occasions how¬ 
ever, when the casualties of peace 
’are even more distressing than 
those suffered in time of conflict. 

In wartime the whole resources of 
the State are mobilized efficiently 
behind the problem of making the 
wounded, injured or sick, combat¬ 
ant a useful cog in the machine 
again as quickly as passible. Tn 
peacetime the casualties of indus¬ 
try or the many farm accidents are 
.largely left to their own too often 
meagre resources. Quite frequent¬ 
ly the wages received do not pro¬ 
vide an opportunity to lay aside 
reserves to provide for sickness or 
accident.

Objectives of 
Farm Conference 


Hon. J. G. Gardiner has an¬ 
nounced several conclusions reach¬ 
ed at the fifth annual Dominion- 
provincial farm conference held at 
Ottawa. Main points were: 

“That an effort should be made 
to increase production of livestock 
rnd dairy products and to maintain 
present production of poultry and 
eggs; 

“That is livestock production is 
to be increased and wheat made 
available for human consumption, 
barley acreage must be increased; 

“That if a storage of oats is to 
he maintained against possible 
short crop to assure feeding pres¬ 
ent livestock population through 
our 1 ong winters, oat acreage 
should be Increased; .- - 

“That if barley and oat acreage 
is to be most effectively brought 
about in Western Canada by reduc¬ 
ing wheat acreage; 

“That if that is the goal it can 
only in brought about, particularly 
in barley, by making the return 
from barley comparable with the 
return per acre from wheat; 

"The conference is of the opin¬ 
ion that the return on barley could 
be assured and hence the increased 
acreage desired by making an acre 
age payment to fanners producing 
barley in the western provinces; 

“The conference is of the opinion 
that if an acreage payment is 
made in the western provinces the 
15 cent premium should be remov¬ 
ed in the west and the payment of 
freight to the eastern provinces 
and British Columbia continued; 

“The conference is of the opin 
ion that with this increase in the 
production of barley provided for 
provision should be made to en¬ 
courage greater production of hogs 
and milk, and particularly milk 
utilized for the production of but¬ 
ter and cheese; 

“It was contended that to en¬ 
courage livestock production, par¬ 
ticularly dairy products, an in¬ 
crease in oil cake supply is neces¬ 
sary. If this is to be accomplished 
there must be an increase in flax 
seed production in the west. It is 
the opinion of the conference this 
esn only be brought about by in¬ 
creasing the return of flax.” 

Need Not Appeal 
Tq Privy Council 

For many years a large element 
of Canadian people has found ab¬ 
surdity in the fact that the final 
court of appeal for Canadians is 
located in another country. Lord 
Wright of the privy council- of- 
Fngland has now handed down 
judgment that the Supreme Couit 
of Canada can be the final court of 
appeal for the Dominion. This is 
the pr'vy council finding on a bill 
introduced into the Canadian par¬ 
liament in 1939 respecting the Su¬ 
preme Court Act: 

As soon as the Canadian parlia¬ 
ment adopts implementing legisla¬ 
tion the privy council will cease to 
be the final court. 

It was in 1920 that Hon. W. E. 
Raney, K.C. of Ontario brought the 
matter before the Canadian Bar 
t Association saying “A nation can¬ 
not be a nation and have its ulti¬ 
mate Court of Judicial Appeal lo¬ 
cated outside its own boundaries. ” 
The recent judgment handed 
down by Lord Wright regards the 
statute of Westminster of 1931 as 
an act “of transcendent constitu¬ 
tional importance.” In light of 
that statute the final decision was 
reached that the Supreme Court 
should have appellate civil and 
cr'minal jurisdiction! within Can¬ 
ada and that the jurisdiction 
should' be ultimate. 

Commenting on this new devel¬ 
opment which would bring com¬ 
plete disappearance of outside 
control, if passed by the Canadian 
parliament, the I,ethbridgp Herald 
says: 

"Laymen have beleved that tort 
many avenues of appeals seen: to 
them to be an unnecessary burden 
of the litigant. Bringing a case to 
London for hearing could not ho 
otherwise than a heavy expense, 
and only corporations or individ¬ 
uals of wealth could go that far in 
disputing a decision of Canadian 
rnurts. There has grown up in 
Canada another viewpoint pnrtic- 
r.larlv from the time much of Mr. 
Bennett's social legislation was 
declared ultra vires, that decisions 
of the Privy Council had contrib¬ 
uted considerably to the impasse 
between the Provinces and Domin¬ 
ion. If Parliament now brings the 
bill that was* under test in the 
Privy Council decision and was up 
held bv that authority, into effect 
then the Supreme Court at Ottawa 
becomes the final authority as is 
, the case with the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

. “Canada’s sole hut Wry binding 
link with the British Common¬ 
wealth would then be the Crown. 
The King of Great Britain, is our 
king. as he is of all the Domin¬ 
ions. THt tie is the one that holds 
us together.”

A.F.U. Rejects 
Farm Merger 

After long debate the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union in provincial con¬ 
vention at Edmonton, rejected pro¬ 
posals to merge with the U.F.A. 
and A.F.A. by a majority which 
was not officially disclosed. The 
unofficial estimate is that 250 were 
in favor and 400 against. 

The result of thiA action leaves 
the agricultural element of Alber¬ 
ta divided, obviously reducing ef¬ 
fectiveness in any aims which re¬ 
quire a concerted, voice. It is es¬ 
timated that there is a total mem¬ 
bership in the three organizations 
of 111,000. Of these the A.F.U. 
has 30,280; the A.F.A. has 50,000 
and the U.F.A. 31,291. 

There has been a strong division 
in farm ranks since the non-deliv¬ 
ery strike of the A.F.U. last fall. 
The U.F.A. did not support the 
strike and the co-operatives urged 
-th*t-4t be called off. 

In the. provincial constitution of 
the three bodies a -faction of the 
A.F.U. insisted that a strike clause 
be included in the constitution. The 
amendment adopted apparently 
did not go far enough to suit those 
who wanted strike action- as a 
weapon. The proposed constitution 
had to meet the approval of the 
three bodies. It was passed at a 
recent convention of the A.F.A. 

At the A.F.U. convention a reso¬ 
lution to approve amalgamation 
was proposed by Henry Young of 
Millet and seconded by L. E. Phar- 
i* of Magrath, both of whom are 
directors. 

Then ensued 13 hours of discus¬ 
sion. Mr. Russell of Athabaska, 
director and veteran member, said 
there were too great differences of 
opin : on to permit real amalgama¬ 
tion. Carl Stemfle, president 
spoke against amalgamation say¬ 
ing he wanted farm co-operatives 
organized across Canada with a 
farm organization favoring direct 
action backing them up. 

Another move to amalgamate A. 
F.U. and U.F.A. was decided upon 
by delegate.^o the A.F.U. conven¬ 
tion in a resolution, adopted unani- 
imously, suggesting the union ot 
hona fide farmers in the two organ¬ 
izations. Co-operatives or com 
mercial organizations were not in¬ 
cluded in this proposal. It was pro¬ 
posed also that there be a national 
council representing bona fide far¬ 
mers.

Kenneth Wilson, writing in Fin¬ 
ancial Post, advances suggestions 
that should be regarded, in city 
planning W city building to secure 
tr.e population aga nst threats of 
atomic destruction. 

He says 8,000,000 Canadians are 
fairly lucky because they live in 
the country or small towns ana 
there isn’t great danger of a direct 
hit. But 4,000,000 Canadians living 
in cities of more than 50,000, are 
the industrial heart and likely to 
be prime targets. Studies of de¬ 
struction at Hiroshima and Naga 
saki have been made. Canada does 
r.ot need to expett immunity in 
another War, and the bombing of 
c.ties is part of the battle.
